Voted, that $14,000 be raised and appropriated for the pur- 
pose of completing the macadam, or otherwise hardening of the 
road, from North Falmouth to Hatchville, that of this amount 
$5,000 be raised in the tax levy of 1919, and the balance of $9,000 
be raised by issuing of the negotiable notes of the town therefor, 
payable $3,000 annually, the same to be signed by the Treasurer, 
and countersigned by the Selectmen ; rate of interest left to the 
discretion of the Town Treasurer. 

Article 46. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,500, to be known as an Entertainment Fund, 
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and to be expended under the direct supervision of the Select- 
men. This fund to cover all expenses of an entertaining nature 
during the ensuing year, including a suitable welcome to the 
Falmouth boys in service, upon their return home; band concerts, 
parades, baseball, or any other entertaining feature which may 
be brought to the attention of the Selectmen during the year, 
and which in their estimation merits their consideration. 

Voted, that $2,500 be appropriated for the above purpose. 

Article 48. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient to complete the unfinished portion of 
Pine Street, North Falmouth, and take any other action necessary. 

Voted, to appropriate $1,000 for the said purpose. 

Article 49. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 


sum of, not exceeding $1,000, for the purpose of compensation 


and expenses to officers, or special officers who prosecute or. in- 
vestigate crimes, misdemeanors or other public disturbances; the 
same to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen. 

Voted, to appropriate $1,000 for above purpose. 

Article 50. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money, not exceeding $500, for the purpose of having 
some dust-laying material applied to the Shore Road, located 
at Silver Beach. 

Voted, that the same be indefinitely postponed. 

Article 51. To see if the town will accept Hewins Park (so- 
called), as a park, the same to be used for park purposes, and 
make an appropriation therefor. 

Voted, to acept the same as a park, and appropriate $25 for 
the purpose of making a plan. 

Article 52. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen on laying out a road from the trout pond (so- 
called) to the shore of Cataumet harbor in the village of Megan- 
sett, and raise and appropriate a sum of money to place the same 
in good condition for public travel. 

Voted, that the above be indefinitely postponed. 

Article 53. To see if the town will vote to provide a suitable 
memorial for Falmouth boys who have been in the service of 
their country, and appropriate a sum of money therefor. 

Voted, that a committee of five be appointed by the Select- 
men who may recommend a memorial for Falmouth boys in 
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service, and to report at the next annual meeting, and $100 was 
appropriated for use of the committee. 

Article 54. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 to stone or harden Queen Street, starting from 
Main Street. 

Voted, to appropriate $500 for the above purpose, to be 
taken from the highway appropriation. 

Article 55. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 for the Company Fund of Company H, the local 
company, Mass. State Guard, to be expended for equipment, 
transportation and such other purposes as is deemed necessary in 
connection with the Company Administration, or to take any 
other action as the town sees fit.

To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen on relocating Church Street, (so-called, in Woods 
Hole; also Boxberry Hill road (so-called) from Sandwich road, 
Northerly to or near the house of Jesse Dutra in Hatchville ; also 
a portion of the Hayway road, (so-called) from near the house of 
Jesse Dutra, Hasterly to or near the house of F. P. Rose; also 
West Main Street from near the fountain on East end of Village 
Green, to the intersection of Locust Street near the residence of 
E. E. C. Swift, Senior; also the relocation of Ashumet road, from 
the end of County layout near the house of Jesse Dutra, Hasterly 
to a stone boundary and Waquoit road. 

Voted, to accept the doings of the Selectmen. 

Article 58. To see if the town will accept from Mrs. 
Bertha M. Hobbs, the gift of Worcester Park, as a park, and 


bounded as follows: Said parcel of land is the Northerly parcel — 


marked ‘‘ Worcester Park’’ on said plan, and is bounded Souther- 
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ly by Grand Avenue being the Northerly way marked Grand 
Avenue on said plan, Westerly by Worcester Court, Northerly 
by lands of owners, to us unknown, Easterly by Worcester Court K 
all as shown on plan of Falmouth. Heights, recorded at Barn- 
stable County Deeds, Bk. 1083—page 575. 

Voted, that the town accept the gift of Worcester Park, as 
a park. r 
Article 50. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Town 
Treasurer to pay the hydrant rental on April 1st, 1919, to the 
Treasurer of the Water Department. 

Voted, that the Treasurer be so instructed. 

Article 60. To see if the town will vote to prohibit the 
use of stop-nets in any or all of its herring rivers, in the town of 
Falmouth. 

Voted, that the Herring Committee enforce the law regard- 
ing stop-nets. 

Article 61. To see if the town will ratify the action of the 
Water Commissioners in connection with the water supply for 
Chapoquoit Island, or take any action thereon. 

Voted, that the action be ratified. 

Article 62. To see of the town will discontinue the present 
method of electing the Herring Committee, and place all matters 
concerning the herrings rivers of the town under the control of 
the Selectmen, or take any other action in the matter. 

Voted, that the present method of electing the Herring 
Committee be discontinued, and in the future the said rivers be 
under the.control of the Selectmen. 

Article 638. To see if the town will vote to change the name 
of the harbor, now known as Deacons Pond Harbor, to Falmouth 
Harbor. 

Voted, that it is the sense of the meeting that the name of 
Deacons Pond Harbor be changed to Falmouth Harbor, and that 
the Selectmen serve as a committee to secure ratification of thig 
vote from the proper authorities. 

Article 64. To see if the town will vote to choose a com- 
mittee of three to consult with the Highway Commissioners in 
regard to resurfacing or building anew the old (so-called) Sand- 
wich road, or the highway leading from Teaticket to Forestdale, 
the Highway Commissioners having already surveyed and con- 
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tracted to rebuild the road from Sandwich as far as the one 
leading from Forestdale to Mashpee, where our road joins theirs.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are

To see if the town will vote to take any action 
on the matter of changing the name of Deacon’s Pond Harbor, 
to that of Falmouth Harbor, as was voted at the last annual.

Voted, that the vote passed at the annual meeting, whereby 
the town voted to change the name of Deacon’s Pond Harbor, 
to that of Falmouth Harbor be amended by inserting the word 
“Cinner’’ after the word Falmouth, so to read—Falmouth Inner 
Harbor. 

Article 3. To see what action the town will take in refer- 
ence to tax legislation now pending before the Mass. Legislature, 
in reference to the distribution of the Income Tax. 

Voted, that the.town do hereby instruct and empower the. 
Selectmen to hire at any time, that in their judgment the occa- 

- gion may require, legal counsel to appear before the Legislative 
Committee on matters to the interest of the town, and that the 
pay for such services be paid from the contingent fund unless 
otherwise provided for.

Hobbs of Boston for the gift of the remaining part of Worcester 
Park, to the town for park purposes. 

Also the following: 

Whereas: it will greatly be in the interest and for the ac- 
commodation of the Cape and adjacent towns, especially the 
New York summer people, that a landing place be established 
on the Cape Cod Canal, at which steamers plying between Boston 
and New York can dock, to take on or discharge passengers and 
freight. 

And whereas such a project is now contemplated: 

Be it resolved, by the citizens of Falmouth, in town meeting 
assembled, that it will be for the greatest advantage to the Town 
of Falmouth that such a landing place be established at Buzzards 
Bay rather than at any other point on the Canal. 

Be it further Resolved: 

That the Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth, acting in co- 
operation with committee already appointed by the Falmouth 
Board of Trade, represent the Town at any meeting, called for 
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the purpoe of cosnsidering a site for a landing; or to use their 
influence in any way to carry out the wish of the town in the 
matter of a Steamboat Landing at the Canal. 

Resolved: 

That these resolutions be spread upon the Town Records 
and a copy thereof transmitted to the Hon. Joseph Walsh, Con- 
gressman for the 16th Congressional District. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting an 
attested copy, and by causing to be mailed to every voter of 
Falmouth a copy hereof—said mailing and posting to be seven 
days, at least, before the time set for holding said meeting.

TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
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town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for gale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family, 
or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $2.00. (Note. The fee fixed for such license must 
not exceed that which a licensee would be required to pay under 
section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L. as amended by Chapter 
242 General Acts of 1916.) 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Laws, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as a hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with a 
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badge, of such type and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section ten of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws, until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by the 
(Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners submit the following as their 
report for the year 1919 :— 

The board was organized by the choice of C. E. Hall, Chair- 
man and H. E. C. Swift, Jr., Secretary and Seba A. Holton, 
Treasurer. 

Owing to/an abundance of rain during the past summer the 
demands upon the pumping station were materially less than 
during the preceding year. The number of water takers is 
constantly increasing and in an ordinarily dry season the capacity 
of the pumps would be taxed its utmost. We should then be 
compelled to employ an additional engineer and fireman and run 
the pumps during the entire 24 hours. This, of course, would 
entail much additional expense. An alternative proposition 
would be to erect a small building and install an electric pump 
_ therein, not to replace the present pumps which are doing ex- 
cellent work, but to supplement them during the summer and to 
use in case of emergencies. It might be found economical to 
use electricity instead of steam when the demands were small. 

Owing to the high cost of material and wages, we have made 
but few extensions during the year. 750 ft. of 1-inch pipe have 
been laid eastward of the Antlers Inn in East Falmouth. 65 ft. 
l-inch at Falmouth Heights and 585 ft. at North Falmouth. 200 
ft. of 4-inch on Girard Avenue, on Belvidere Plain. All of these 
were under a guarantee of 9 per cent. annual income. 

33 new services have been added during the year and an 
additional fire hydrant placed on Walker Street, according to a 
vote of the town at its Annual Meeting. 

No change has been made in the staff employed at the pump- 
ing station. The work has continued to be entirely satisfactory. 
We regret to report that our efficient chief engineer met with a 
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serious accident during the Fall, but as it occured after the heavy 
work was over for the season, the assistant engineer was able 
to continue the work to our entire satisfaction. 

We have on hand sufficient coal to last well into next summer 
by which time we hope the situation may be more favorable. 

We have had no serious accidents during the year. Three 
hydrants have been broken by automobiles. The cost of replace- 
ment has been paid by the owner of the cars. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As the work of our office has largely increased while the 
salary of our Treasurer remains the same as ten years ago, we 
recommend that we be allowed to pay him an additional $500.00 
annually.

FALMOUTH PUMPING STATION. 


ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sirs: 
Below you will find statement of changes, repairs and im- 
provements made at the station during the year. 


Engine Room. 


A new piston rod was put in the large air pump. \ 

The steam’ end of both small pumps have been examined, and 
the high pressure pistons of both pumps were fitted with new 
piston rings, as they were badly worn. Both high and low pres- 
sure piston rods were turned down and the Watson packing 
between the high and low pressure cylinders was renewed, as 
it was leaking and springs broken. The valve seats of the small 
air pump were refaced, also the suction pipe was dug up and the 
joints caulked, all of which improved the vacuum.

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Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith submit their, annual report for 
the year 1919. 

The Board received during the year three petitions to lay 
out new roads, two of which did not seem to warrant a lay out 
by the board as the taxable property to be reached did not appear 
to be sufficient to warrant such expense. The petition for a lay- 
out across the syndicate property (so-called) has been attended — 
to and will be presented to the town for its action. 

The alterations of the Woods Hole Hose House left in our 
hands has been completed, and we believe that the building will’ 
meet the demands of the Fire Department for years to come. 

The board has purchased and installed a chemical engine at 
Hose House No. 3. The performance and record of this small 
machine very strongly recommends it and we believe that more 
of the same type should be furnished in the other villages as fast 
as the town feels able to do so. 

The entertainment fund which was placed in our hands was, 
as will be seen, over-run a small amount by the entertainment 
of the returning soldiers on Weleome Home Day. This could 
not be foreseen in an entertainment of this kind. Mr. George 
W. Jones, Chairman of the Committee, as well as other members, 
deserves great credit for the day’s entertainment which went 
through so perfectly. Any one conservant with public enter- 
tainment knows how much thought and work is entailed, and 
we take this occasion to thank Me Jones and his committee for 
their gratuitous services. a 

In the matter of the appointment » a Committee to recom- 
mend to the Annual: Meeting: some form ‘of. Memorial for. the 
soldiers: and sailors who. were engaged.in the Great War, the 
board ‘appointed Mr. George W. Jones as chairman, giving him 
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a free hand to select as many to work with him as he might 
choose. We believe this to be the best procedure rather than 
make appointments of a full committee ourselves; by appointing 
a chairman and leaving the selection to him, he can readily get 
a committee who are willing to serve and who will give their 
time from an interest in the matter rather than because they 
have been appointed and are not interested. Good results will 
be shown in this method by the Memorial Committee as was 
shown by the Welcome Home Committee. 

The voters will pardon this board for again calling attention 
to the Cemetery Funds for perpetual care. It does not seem 
to be clear to many that a sum of money once deposited for 
perpetual care of burial lots, must forever remain in the town 
treasury or be invested for the benefit of the town. People 
every year are writing to the Town Treasurer asking him in some 
eases for the original deposit and in others for the unexpended 
balance of deposits. This he cannot do except by special act of 
the legislature. Too many lots having deposits and in some in- 
stances quite a large surplus are in a run down general untidy 
condition, and should have in many cases this surplus used in 
repair and care. Cemetery Superintendents should see that 
these lots are taken care of and surplus not allowed to accumu- 
late. Relatives and friends of deceased people having deposits 
should call attention of superintendents to these matters. Moneys 
once deposited for perpetual care cannot revert to owner or 
relatives, and the income or interest should be expended in 
beautifying lots and cemeteries in general, as it is fair to suppose 
that persons making deposit made it with that idea in mind.

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


Relative to Funds Deposited for the Care of Burial Grounds. 
Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
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urer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the publie 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by’ a board of im- 
vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding of such deposits. 

Section 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which 
they are to be applied. ; : 

Section 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal thereof, designated by the depositors to be expended, 
shall be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which 
they are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to 
in section 1. If in any year the income of such sums of money 
shall not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall 
make up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be 
responsible for keeping the principal intact.

Falmouth, Mass., December 26. 1919. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts: 

For the year 1919 we would report 33 new lighting install- 
ations and 10 power installations, a total of about 26 H. P. in 
motors, 1744 H. P. of which was installed at the Government 
Buoy Yard Depot. 

At Woods Hole there have been additions to old installations. 

There has been a commendable disposition manifested among 
the local contractors to comply with the rules. 

There is one thing that I think should be considered serious- 
. ly by the town and that is the installation of new wire and cross 
arms for the fire alarm system. From Mrs. Watson’s corner 
to King Street the wire is getting rusty and on many poles there 
is nothing but brackets where there should be substantial cross 
arms. At the present time it is about as much of a menace ag 
protection to the public; while in earlier days all fire alarm wires 
were at the top of the pole the present practice is to have them 
placed below the lLghting wires.

Fresh Pond road was built by contract, for the amount 
appropriated, and that it might go a longer distance, was built 
narrow. 


GRAND AVENUE AND MENAUHANT ROAD. 


Grand Avenue and Menauhant road (so called) was also 
built by contract, reaching as far as Green’s Pond river bridge, 
instead of Davisville, which it might have done had I not had to 
go to extra expense, which was large, of draining and widening 
the road at Falmouth Heights, both of which were necessary. 
There are two thousand dollars due the contractors, that amount 
being held until all contracts are completed. 


HATCHVILLE ROAD TO NORTH FALMOUTH. 


Hatchville road to North Falmouth was one of the contracts 
for which at the special town meeting, $4,000 was appropriated 
to complete the same to the railroad crossing, which was done. 


INDIANA AVENUE AND KING STREET. 


Indiana avenue, Falmouth Heights, was put out by contract 
for the appropriated amount of $500.00. King street was also 
contracted for for the $1,500.00 appropriated. 
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PINE STREET AND MEGANSETT ROAD. 


Pine street, so called, was contracted for for a special amount, 
as was Megansett road, and these two, with the two small pieces 
at the end of Pine street, and from the crossing down to the 
above named street, were done from these amounts, with a 
slight excess. 


PENZANCE GATE ROAD. 


Penzance Gate road was contracted for and built as it is 
for three thousand dollars, the contract for same being in the 
Highway Surveyor’s office. 

The road at the Heights, continuing on towards Menauhant, 
ig not yet finished, and will not be until the weather is suitable 
to receive the sealcoat, it being necessary for the betchment to 
be in condition to bond with sealcoat, which warm weather alone 
will do satisfactorily.

We have graded and resurfaced 6,000 square feet on the 
Bluff at the Heights, set out wild shrubs and vines to protect 
the same. We find it has stood the test well, notwithstanding 
the unusually wet summer, there is about 42,500 square feet more 
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to be repaired. We recommend that $2,000.00 be appropriated 
to continue on the work. 

Considerable work has been done on Worcester Park. A 
request came to the Commission to fill and grade the Park; with 
the request came a donation of money; the Commissioners putting 
in a like amount, went on with the work. 

One hundred dollars appropriated for curbing the corners 
was used with the addition of two hundred from the regular 
appropriation, and a donation of three hundred, the commission 
curbed one entire section of the Park. There has been a flag-pole 
also a number of private plants donated to the Park. The Com- 
missioners are in hopes to complete that section of the Park this 
coming year so it will be attractive to the tourist. 

As the Fire department is an important factor in the Town, 
we recommend that the Hewins Lot (so called) be placed in the 
hands of that department for their use. 

Most of the fence around Central Park will have to be new 
and many dead trees in Cresent and Chapel Parks wil) have to 
be taken out. : 

The Commissioners visited the Francis A. Nye Memorial 
Park, and found that there should be an entrance made to the 
Park on the corner of Nye street and County Road, by grading 
the bank, thereby making a safer corner and easy entrance to the 
Park, and recommend an appropriation of $500.00 for the same. 

The Commission now having, the care of the Sailor’s Memo- 
rial Park, will have about the same out-lay as on the Hewins Lot. 

We recommend for the care and necessary improvements of 
Parks a total appropriation of $3,500.00.

Recommendations. 


It is recommended by the Board of Engineers that the Town 
install a fire alarm system, such as is general use in other towns, 
namely a whistle alarm using compressed air. The experience 
with the one now in use has shown itself to be unsatisfactory 
for our needs and an unnecessary expense to maintain. In- 
vestigation of systems in other towns, has revealed that the 
system now in use in this town, has been tried out, found un- 
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satisfactory and in all cases that called for a system of separate 
signal, been replaced by an air whistle alarm. Your Board 
of Engineers feel that the comment of the townspeople and the 
‘local press show the dissatisfaction with the present system and 
strongly recommend that it be replaced by a system of proven 
worth. 

It is recommended that the town purchase a combination 
pumping chemical engine and hose truck, to be located in the 
eentre of the town for the purpose, first:—of fighting fire in dis- 
tricts, outside of hydrant protection but within reasonable dis- 
tance of water; such as the Ocean, ponds, rivers and streams. 
Second to boost the present hydrant pressure when three or 
more streams are used simultaneously, as would be the case at 
a serious fire. The underwriters or New England Insurance 
Exchange have proven through statistics that the static pressure 
of the water in the town though excellent, is unsufficient to meet 
the drain of three or more fire streams and still maintain the 
required pressure on each stream. Pressure is an absolute es- 
sential for a fire stream to be efficient and can only be obtained 
by the aid of the pumping engine of the fire apparatus type. 
The need of this additional equipment is further reemmended 
by reason of the possibility of the New England Insurance Ex- 
change raising the rates for fire insurance in the town, giving 
as an excuse that the town does not have sufficient apparatus 
for fire protection and therefore deem the risks more hazardous 
to the companies. 

It is recommended that the Department be allowed to or- 
ganize a company of, part permanent and part paid call men, 
who shall be subject to strict rules and regulations, and properly 
trained in the work of fire fighting. The number needed for the 
purpose would be one permanent man and four paid call men, 
subject to fines for non-conformation of the regulation and at- 
tendence as applied to the Fire Department. The company is 
to specifically man the above contemplated pumping engine as 
the apparatus would be of no use unless properly manned. 

It is recommended by the wire inspector of the town that 
the fire alarm telegraph wires be renewed throughout and placed 
below the high tension wires now on the same poles. This is 
a matter of urgent attention inasmuch as the weather has prac- 
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tically rendered the service of these wires useless, as witness 
the continual testing of the alarm for trouble, constantly arising 
through this condition. 

It is recommended that a suitable alarm signal be installed 
in North Falmouth district. 

It is recommended that the policy now in effect in the Fire 
Department be continued namely, that of maintaining a perma- 
nent man on duty at all times. The following®comparison table 
will show the good results obtained through such policy: 


1914 3 Fires Loss, $ 460 00 
1915 7 Fires Loss, $ 7,000 00 
1916 7 Fires Loss, $ 4,000 00 
1917 6 Fires Loss, $24,650 00 
1918 8 Fires Loss, $54,367 00 
1919 18 Fires Loss, $ 9,560 00 


Showing that fires are increasing in number, but in 1919 the 
loss ratio has decreased to a marked degree. Evidence of the 
benefits are particularly mentioned in the quick response to the 
fire that occurred October 9th at the Falmouth House at three 
o’clock in the morning and the fire at the house of Dr. T. A. 
Wiswall which occurred at 9.30 of a Sunday morning. Prompt 
answer with apparatus prevented serious loss in both cases, and 
in all probability would have been total losses under the old 
system. 

In view of the contemplated changes and requirements, it 
is requested that the sum of $6,000 be appropriated for the use 
of the Fire Department for the coming year.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


The twentieth annual report of the gypsy and brown-tail moth 
work for the year ending December 31, 1919, which is my second 
report as local Moth Superintendent, is herewith submitted: 


Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 


Conditions during the past summer were very bad in dif- 
ferent sections of the town, and at a very early period it was 
to be seen, that heavy stripping was to occur. In view of this 
fact our entire efforts were directed towards preserving the 
foliage within the town proper, and other valuable holdings in- 
eluding our main thoroughfares. We were fairly successful in 
doing so, but were disappointed in not making a better showing 
in some of our wooded areas. 

We have been advised by the State authorities that our 
State Road will this year be better cared for than during the 
past few years. Also that the State Forester will assist us in 
the matter of supplies and equipment. 

We have decided that creosote operations while slow and in 
some cases very expensive, as a method, is most effective in cer- 
tain localities and accordingly, have increased our efforts in this 
direction, in fact we feel confident that by employing this treat- 
ment to a greater extent than in the past, early stripping can be 
held in check, until such time as spraying operations ean be 
effective. 

Some roadside thinning can be done to good advantage. In 
most cases it is a direct benefit to the community, and the property 
improved, easily cared for at less expense. 

We have purchased and have been assisted in doing so 
by the State Foresters Department, another large 10 horse power 

_ sprayer, and feel confident that with our increased equipment

and present scope of creosote operations that conditions during 
the coming year will be much improved. 

We have received this past year assistance from the State 
Forester Department in the matter of tools, creosote and arsenate 
of lead to the amount of $1,080.06.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


The tewntieth annual report of the Tree Warden for the 
year ending December 31, 1919, is herewith submitted : 

Last spring I planted 150 young trees along the streets 
where none were before and did considerable pruning where 
needed. 

The tent caterpillars were far more numerous this year than 
last but were creosoted before they matured to any great extent. 

All the trees along the Town Highways were sprayed in due 
season and looked flourishing throughout the season with the 
exception of the horse chestnuts which were affected with a rust 
that made their foliage drop earlier than usual. 

I had a few trees in the parks treated by the Davey Tree 
Expert Surgery Co who make a specialty along that line. Al- 
though this is expensive work, it gives a new lease of life to a 
tree and thus saves many valuable ones for years to come, and 
which if were cut down would take a great many years to replace.

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Report of the District Nurse 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

I hereby submit my first report of work done, under your 
appropriation, during the year of 1919: 

The keynote to the entire work has been prevention of 
disease, always endeavoring to educate the public to live more 
healthful lives, emphasizing especially the anti-tuberculosis work 
and the child welfare work. 

So closely allied to the anti-tuberculosis work is the tuber- 
cular work that it is impossible to mention one without the 
other. During the past year considerable work along thig line 
has been done, having been made possible by the establishment 
of the Tuberculosis Clinic at the Bungalow under the direction 
of Dr. Wagner from the Barnstable County Infirmary. To this 
clinie suspicious cases of tuberculosis, members of families where 
there is or has been a definite case of tuberculosis, also arrested 
cases are brought for examination and advice. By this means 
it is possible to prevent the spread of the dreaded disease by 
discovering the cases in their incipient stages. 

Work among the children has been the big work. It may 
be divided into two classes: work among the.school children, and 
work among those of pre-school age. The work of the first 
class does not come under your appropriation, so the latter group 
only will be considered in this report. 

Since you have helped to make it possible to employ a second 
nurse, the work has broadened in many ways; for instance, at- 
tending any obstetrical case if called by the physician in charge 
is now allowable. In connection with this the prenatal work 
has increased. This is an important step forward as it is one 
means of reducing infant mortality, for statistics show that the 
death of many infants can be traced to the improper living of 
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the mother before the child is born. After the birth of the child, 
supervision of the infant’s diet, the instructing of the mother 
in preparation of it’s food and in the proper care of the child 
is freely given thereby preventing serious illness and possible 
death. 

Another step forward as result of the employment of a second 
nurse is that an attempt has been made to come in contact with 
every family where there is a child of pre-school age. The 
method adopted was the weighing and measuring of all children 
under school age. Two results are hoped to be obtained; first 
and the least important, to ascertain how near to the standard 
our children are, and second, to become acquainted with the 
children so that supervision may be maintained with the hope 
of discovering any remedial defects which often are not detected 
until the child enters school and to make the child healthier. 

Whenever entering a home where there is a baby, inquiry 
is always made concerning the birth record, if. it has not been 
recorded, it is immediately attended to. 

This work is merely in its infancy and I hope by another 
year to have a fuller report to give. Always in the work the 
aim has been and will be to improve the health of the child so 
that the type of citizens will be of the best, and to educate the 
public and to carry out such preventive measures that disease 
will be eradicated and the standard of Public Health be raised to 
it’s highest level.

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Report of the Trustees of the Falmouth 


Free Public Library 


The Trustees of the Falmouth Free Public Library herewith 
submit their annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1919. 

The routine work of the library has continued as in other 
years with the usual staff. The year 1919, however, records the 
largest summer circulation of books in the history of the library, 
due partly to the large number of summer readers, and to an 
increase in number of books purchased. 

The trustees in common with the other departments of the 
town have had to struggle with the increased cost of maintaining 
the efficiency of the library service. Salaries, supplies, fuel, 
repairs have all increased. The report of 1916 called attention 
to the overcrowded condition of the stack room. This condition 
has forced a large number of books to the basement where they 
are not readily accessible and have consequently lost their use- 
fulness. Provision for increased shelving capacity is imperative, 
and must be undertaken in the immediate future. It is possible 
that the installation of a children’s room may relieve the stack 
room to some extent, but only temporarily. An additional case for 
filing purposes is a necessity. An increased appropriation will 
be needed if the efficiency of the library is to be maintained. 

Miss Catherine Perry generously volunteered her services 
and time the past summer in conducting a Story Hour for the 
children. This was a very interesting feature of the summer 
work,

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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 


Sect. 8. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4, The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
- such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 


126 


of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

_ Seet. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and, standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
eustody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, See. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town’ affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. ; 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation.

ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, — 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—<Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
‘settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 
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\ ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 8. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

Superintendent’s Report 


{ 
To the School Committee :— 


I submit herewith the thirty-eighth annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. This report will contain a brief re- 
view of the principle activities and events of the school year 1918- 
1919 and of the first three months of the school year 1919-1920 
together with suggestions and recommendations for the year to 
come. There will be included the annual reports of the Super- 
visors of Music and Drawing, the High School Principal, the 
School Nurse, the School Physician, Agricultural Instructor, and 
Director of the new Department of Physical Education. Statisti- 
cal data for this report are taken from the registers of teachers 
for the year ending July 3, 1919. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. The school year 1918-1919 was more 

seriously interrupted than has been 
any other year in the history of the local School Department. 
This interference was brought about, as you know, by the epi- 
demic of influenza which necessitated a loss of ten weeks, Al- 
though the mid-winter vacation was omitted and the school year 
extended two weeks beyond the scheduled date of closing to 
July 3, 1919, it was possible even thus to keep the schools in 
session but thirty-one weeks. Since the normal length of the 
school year is thirty-eight weeks there was a net loss of seven 
weeks or nearly 20%. It is obvious that this loss in time consti- 
tuted a most serious handicap on the work of the year. Every 
effort was made to overcome this as far as possible by intensified 
treatment of the fundamentals in the course of study and this 
was done to a good degree of success. It was not possible how- 
ever to completely off-set the serious results of so considerable 
a loss of time. The inevitable consequence has been that pupils 
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have taken up the work of the new year handicaped in a greater 
or less degree by lack of preparation. 
TEACHERS. Of the thirty-one teachers employed at the open- 
ing of schools in September 1918, nine had never 
taught in Falmouth before. Although there was but one resig- 
nation during the year the percentage of new teachers was so 
high that the problems and difficulties of administration were 
intensified and increased many-fold. The detrimental effects of 
numerous changes in the personel of the teaching force are too 
obvious to require more than passing mention, but are far too 
serious to be dismissed with a word. Until the time shall come 
when rural teaching shall be as attractive in every way as 
similar work in the larger centers which now are paying higher 
salaries in addition to their many other advantages, rural schools, 
not only in Falmouth but throughout the state and nation will 
be obliged to bear the tremendous burden of employing a large 
percentage of relatively inexperienced teachers for relatively 
short periods. I believe that the conditions facing rural school 
administration are so serious in this respect, as to constitute a 
real menace to the ultimate success. of the public school system. 
The remedy as I see it, is a still larger measure of state aid that 
will insure to rural teachers salaries as large if not larger than 
those which obtain anywhere. 

There are unmistakable signs—and they constitute the hope- 
ful aspects of the situation—that the public is not aware of the 
dangers to which I have referred. It is of course well known 
that rural schools in general suffer from a lack of financial sup- 
port. This difficulty has been relieved somewhat by the passage 
of the School Fund Act which returns to the towns certain sums 
of money from the distribution of the Income Tax. In every 
casé that has come to my notice this reimbursement has been 
returned to the teachers in the form of increased salaries. As a 
result there are already indications that the rural towns will in 
the future serve less and less as training schools for city teachers. 
Tt is a well known fact that many of the larger towns and cities 
have in the past required candidates for teaching positions to 
have at least two years of teaching experience as a prerequisite 
to appointment. This experience might be gained anywhere but 


as a matter of fact was usually gained at the expense of some 
small rural community, where school buildings and equipment 
and conditions surrounding the school life of the child, and 
these were already as uninspiring as possible and where inex- 
perience of the teacher would do the greatest possible harm. 
To off-set somewhat the obvious advantages offered professional 
workers—including teachers— by the large cities rural schools 
‘maust have a sufficiently large measure of state aid to insure 
their teachers the highest salaries paid anywhere. In Baltimore 
County, Md., the teachers in mixed rural schools receive the 
highest salaries paid in the county because they have the hard- 
est jobs. This arrangement appeals to me as sound in principle 
and I recommend it to your. attention and to the consideration 
of this community. 

A further complication of the situation as affecting rural 
schools, particularly, is the acute shortage of teachers. The U. 
S. Bureau of Education found, as a result of inquiries sent to 
every section of the country, that at the opening of schools in 
September there were 100,000 teaching positions in the United 
States either vacant altogether or filled by persons untrained 
and inadequately prepared for teaching. In a recent published 
statement the State Superintendent of Schools of Maine says 
that 80 schools in his state are now closed for lack of teachers 
and forecasts the closing of at least 500 by September 1920 unless 
adequate measures shall be adopted at the forthcoming municipal 
elections. This situation typifies a condition that is country- 
wide and the gravity of which can not be overestimated. I 
desire to call attention to the outstanding fact in all this, viz: 
that rural schools have been the heaviest sufferers. Those very 
communities that could least afford to assume additional burdens 
have had to bear the brunt of what may well prove to be dis- 
aster if present tendencies are unchecked. It was only with the 
greatest difficulty that the vacancies in the Falmouth schools 
were filled in time for the opening of schools in September 1919. 

To meet exigencies oi the local situation the school commit- 
tee authorized salary increases amounting to nearly 8% for the 
school year 1918-1919 and in December 1919 adopted the follow- 
ing salary schedule effective January 1, 1920, which provides for 
individual increases ranging from 8% to 30%: 


Elem, Teachers High School Asst. 


1st year $900 $1,100 
2nd year 1,000 1,200 
38rd year 1,100 1,300 


4th year 1,400 
These increases, absolutely necessary for the protection of 
the schools by assuring a sufficient number of sufficiently trained 
teachers and as a long over-due recognition of the worth of 
teaching service, will be adequate for present needs. The future 
is a strange land and as yet unexplored and I am not disposed 
to venture a prophecy concerning it. 


Junior High School and Physical Education Departments. 


The school year 1919-20 opened with several important 
changes in school organization: 

I. The introduction. of courses in Physical Education with 
a special director in charge and 

II. The organization of the Junior High School. 

The work in physical education emphasizes personal and 
community hygiene and deals with physiology only in teaching 
in order that the need of proper health habits may be properly 
understood. It includes physical training exercises in all 
the grades with gymnasium classes for all pupils in the High 
and Junior High schools. This department should include 
medical inspection and the follow-up work of the school nurse. 
Its aim is the correction of existing defects and the prevention 
of potential ones. I record here the beginnings only of perhaps 


the most important educational project that Falmouth has yet 


undertaken. — 


A second fundamental change in our local organization is’ 


evidenced in the Junior High School. Grades seven and eight are 
brought together with grade nine (1st year high school) under 
one organization and administration with differentiated courses 
and departmental instruction. This type of school is pretty 
well established in New England at the present time and perhaps 
needs little explanation. It may be helpful however to recount 
some of its most obvious advantages. 

1. Differentiated courses of study by which aptitudes and 
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abilities of pupils are more easily discovered. 

2. Prevocational work. Pupils of Junior High School age 
are undecided as to what they really desire to do. 

3. Departmental Instruction—which provides a specially 
trained teacher for each subject. 

4, Promotion by subjects instead of by grades. <A pupil 
failing in one or more subjects repeats only those subjects in 
which he has failed. 

5. Early introduction of some subjects heretofore taught 
only in secondary schools, e. g., modern language and business 
courses. 

I may add that in the case of the local situation the Junior 
High School insures to all pupils in the grades affected an 
equality of opportunity that they have not hitherto enjoyed and 
which was impossible of attainment under our local conditions. 

The following suggestive outline of courses will help to make 
clear the scope of the work in Falmouth as projected to be fully 
undertaken as soon as proper housing facilities enable us to 
complete our organization. 


Outline of Courses of Study. 


Literary or College Course: 

English, penmanship, mathematics, geography, history and 
science, physical training, music and general exercises, modern | 
language, drawing, designing, printing, making and repairing, 
(household arts for girls.) 

Manual Arts Course: 
English, penmanship, mathematics, geography, history .and 


science, physical training, music and general exercises, drawing, 
designing, printing, making and repairing. 
Busness Course: 

English, penmanship, mathematics, geography, history and 
science, physical training, music, general exercises, typewriting, 
shorthand, business arithmetic, and related design. 

Household Arts for Girls: 
English, penmanship, mathematics, geography, history and

science, physical training, music, and general exercises, drawing, 
designing, and household arts. 


Agriculture: 

English, penmanship, mathematics, geography, history and 
science, physical training, music and general exercises, drawing, 
designing, and agriculture. 

These undertakings have brought new responsibilities and 
new needs. Gymnasium facilities are urgently necessary if the 
courses in physical training are to be developed as they should 
be and the new Junior High School will need most imperatively 
a building for its accommodation. I desire at this time also to 
renew the recommendation made in my report of last year that 
provision be made for opening evening schools in the eastern 
section of the town.

Dear Sir :— 

As Principal of the HighSchool I take pleasure in submitting 
the following report for the year 1919: 

One year ago we were just getting settled down to 
continuous work after a badly broken up fall term. The 
time lost due to influenza, war work drives, and the holidays 
incident wpon the signing of the armistice, caused a rearrange- 
ment in the content of some of the courses, but all energies were 
bent toward making it a good year in spite of the fact that it 
was a short one. We feel that we succeeded better in our class- 
room instruction than at first we believed would be possible. 

Of the nineteen who graduated from the High School last 
July, five entered college in September and several others en- 
tered institutions in which they will prepare for some special 
branch of work. 

The present school year has seen changed | in the housing 
of the seventh and eighth grades that ‘look’ forward to greatly 
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increased efficiency in teaching in the High School, for, due to 
the uniformity of the instruction in these two grades there can 
be no doubt but that they will be much better prepared for High 
School work, and that more pupils will be encouraged to enter 
upon and complete the High School course. 

We feel that parents have very cordially supported us in 
holding pupils to a strict accounting for tardiness or absence 
from school, and that parents realize, in general, that being in 
school and being there on time are important factors in the 
proper training of a boy or girl. It is part of our work to see 
that pupils develop habits of punctuality and continuous attend- 
ance. 

There has been a great tendency on the part of pupils en- 
tering the High School the last two years to select the Business 
Course. This has been largely due, I think, to the great amount 
of advertising for clerks and stenographers in Washington and 
elsewhere. Pupils and their parents have failed to see that the 
demand was only temporary and that it would cease long before 
the children could reach the age when they would be eligible for 
such work. Pupils often enter High School and are carried 
away by the idea of turning their knowledge into money as soon 
as possible and their parents allow them to take the Business 
Course. As neither the Business nor General Courses prepare 
pupils for higher institutions they sometimes find that they must 
lose a year m getting readjusted in courses that fit them for 
such work. Every year we have one or more cases of this type 
in spite of all we can say about choice of courses. As each 
college or institution has definite requirements for admission, a 
boy or girl should decide to which one he or she is going before 
entering the High School. 


I believe that all of our girls should be required to take 
courses in domestic science in the High School. Statistics show 
that 85% of all girls marry. Only 15% remain in any gainful 
occupation, while the other 85% will work but a few years be- 
fore they marry and have the duties of home-making thrust upon 
them. The majority of girls no longer get at home the thorough 
training in cooking and sewing that the girls of a generation 
ago were obliged: to acquire. Large experience is not possible 
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in school courses, but the fundamental knowledge of the elements 
of both cooking and sewing are taught. 
The recent action of the School Board in ‘deciding on a 
single week of vacation at Easter time, instead of one in Febru- 
ary and one in April, is a change that we greatly appreciate. Due 
to the ‘arrival of our summer colony there is a demand by the 
middle of June for boys and girls in various lines of work. As 
a result of this change in ‘vacations we will be able to do more 
work and better work, we can finish our year on June 11, and 
our pupils will not need to drop out before the end of the year. 

I wish to recommend a change in the program for graduat- 
ing exercises. A Senior Class play, or entertainment, together 
with musical selections, essays by the graduates, and conferring 
of diplomas, is too long a program for a single evening. A 
session of three hours or more is altogether too much for a warm 
night in June, and we cannot complain if the audience dwindles 
to one-half before the diplomas are conferred. Neither teachers 
nor pupils should be required to do the excessive amount of work 
that such a program entails at the end of the year when there 
are so many distractions. Therefore I suggest a Senior or School 
play or entertainment to be held in the Spring when the weather 
conditions are more conducive both to good work and good 
attendance, and graduating exercises to be held in June which 
alone make a program long enough for one evening. 

We are handicapped more than most schools by the lack of 
sufficient room for indoor athletics during the winter months. 
There can be no question but that both boys and girls are greatly 
benefitted by the all-round exercise derived from basket ball, yet 
we, who are as well provided for in most respects as schools in 
other towns, have no facilities whatever for this branch of 
athletics. Until we have adequate quarters for athletic work we 
cannot hope to get all the benefits to be derived from physical 
training instruction. 

In comparison with other standard High Schools we are 
deficient in the opportunity we offer pupils in drawing. The 
drawing supervisor can now spend but one day a week with us 
and divides her time among seventy-five pupils. Boys who are 
preparing for technical schools need more training in mechanical 
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drawing than they can now get. 

The experiment of running a school lunch at twelve o’clock 
is working well but we are limited by lack of adequate facilities 
for serving. 

The school is still on the accredited list of the College En- 
trance Examination Board.

Report of Physical Director in Falmouth Public Schools, 


January 5th, 1920.

Dear Sir :—I hereby submit my report as Director of Physical 
Training in the Falmouth Public Schools: 

The course which is now in operation has been planned and 
worked out entirely by the director. The four objects which I 
have endeavored to bring about in this course are :— 

1. The normal physical condition; by means of corrective 
exercises. 

2. Development of physical ‘vigor. 

3. Development of skill and co-ordination of muscular and 
mental activities, also grace of manner and ease. 

4. Recreative diversion; as games, athletics, ete. 

Each grade in the Village School as well as the District 
Schools receives a call from the director once a week in which 
the supervision of the course prescribed is carried on. 

The course prescribed for the grades is of two divisions— 
free hand and light apparatus exercise respectively. Each of 
these divisions is a complete course in itself, covering seven 
grades of work from the lowest primary to the Junior High 
School. The free hand work is carried on in the regular class- 
room, though a special room is obviously desirable. The appa- 
ratus work necessitates free floor space which we have to 
do with out in the grades. 

The course in free hand and light apparatus work such as 
dumb-bells, wands, ete., prepares the pupil for the heavier work 
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of the gymnasium later. 

On reaching the High and Junior High, each student receives 
eighty minutes of physical training per week which I consider 
sufficient under the present conditions. The work consists of 
elementary calisthenics and apparatus work, following the logical 
order of progression from the smaller to the larger groups of 
muscles. 

The gymnasium which we have to use at the present time 
ig not adequate to carry on the work in physical training as 
it should be, having poor ventilation and no dressing rooms or 
shower baths. We need a modern gymnasium equipped 
with all modern appliances for the carrying on of the work in 
Physical Education, one which would be a community, as well 
as a school gymnasium. 

Encouragement is given to athletics as long as it does not 
interfere with school work. As a substitute for football, soccer 
was introduced and much enthusiasm was shown as well as 
skill in the two games with Tabor Academy. A goodly number 
have joined the Ice Hockey squad and the promise of some fast 
games are in store for hockey fans providing the conditions 
permit. Basket Ball as a winter sport without doubt to my 
mind, would be well backed up by the school and townspeople 
but is out of the question for the lack of floor space. 

The results of this first years work may not be seen at 
once but our men and women of to-morrow are our boys and 
girls in our schools today, and we do not wish to make the grave 
mistake that has been made in the past which was so clearly 
brought to light when our young men were called to the colors 
and many a willing lad was unfit for duty—we want our boys 
and girls fit for any duty whatever it may be. Therefore it is 
my desire that an adequate and proper place be obtained wherein 
this most important work can be carried on in the future. 

At this time I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the Principals and Teachers for their assistance in helping me 
carry on my work.

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Report of the Director of Drawing. 


Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 

Dear Sir:—It gives me pleasure to submit my report in 
drawing for the year just past. 

Owing to the time lost on account of the Influenza, the 
work of the year had to be crowded into a short time, and every- 
thing eliminated from the drawing course except the essentials. 
The length of time given each week to drawing had to be 
shortened in order that the regular subjects should make 
up, if possible, the work of the year. On account of all this 
it was thought best to eliminate the annual exhibition of school 
work. : 

It gives me much pleasure to report that excellent work 
was accomplished through the untiring efforts of the teachers. 

In September the school system was reorganized, dividing 
the work into six Elementary Grades, Junior High and High 
Schoel. The one session plan was also adopted, on account of 
this it became necessary to omit a visit to each school every third 
week. After the session was lengthened the old schedule was 
resumed. 

The general plan of the six Elementary grades is to teach 
the essentials of each subject, therefore the same plan has been 
carried out in the drawing leaving the more advanced work for 
the Junior High and High School. 

In the three days given to the subject of drawing it is im- 
possible to meet the cighth grade but once each week, also each 
class in the High School once, therefore, only a very. limited 
amount of work can be accomplished. 

The plan of meeting the teachers in groups and giving 
special instructions in drawing has just been adopted in order 
that a better explanation of the outlines may be given then is 
possible at the weekly visit. JI feel that much more inerest will 
be taken and much benefit derived from the meetings. 

It is also my desire this year for each child in the grades 
to build up a vocabulary of forms so that they may use drawing 
as a language not only in the drawing period but in connection 
with all subjects.

There are two distinct results to be obtained in Art Edu- 
cation, (1) in drawing, (2) in culture. How better can we 
obtain results in culture than by having rooms made attractive 
by color, good pictures and good arrangement. The school 
grounds well taken care of and laid out in an attractive manner 
would be a great influence in this direction. 

I would like to make an appeal for more attractive school 
grounds, for window boxes for the rooms, and a few good pictures. 
I should like a small sum of money placed at the disposal of any 
teacher in the district who would be willing to carry out a plan 
for making that school an object lesson of the benefits to be 
derived from a’ drawing course. 

I wish to make a strong appeal for a drawing room fitted 
up in a suitable way for High School work. The work of the 
High School should show the result of good training through 
the grades, and should enable the pupils to enter Technical 
schools, Normal schools or Art schools with a clear understand- 
ing of the essentials. 

Tf a collection of reference material could be placed in each 
building it would be a source of inspiration to both pupils and 
teachers. Such material to consist of tools, photographs, sheets 
of drawings, not only for use in drawing but all subjects. 

In closing I wish to thank the teachers for so cheerfully 
carrying out all suggestions when their hours are so filled with 
the work of many subjects. I wish to thank the Superin- 
tendent and Committee for their generous support.

Report of the Supervisor of Music. 


Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 

Dear Sir:—I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of 
Music in the public schools for the past four months: 

In the grades, the first month of the school year was devoted 
to ear training and a general review of Rythm and Notation. 
About 70% of the children who entered the first grade of the 
Village school last September were tone deaf. After twelve 
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weeks of painstaking work on the part of the grade teacher, the 
number has been largely reduced. 

I believe that the purpose of Music in our schools is to 
teach our children to sing, to love to sing and to appreciate good 
music. The ability to sing opens an avenue of expression which 
is a source of pleasure to the pupils as well as to their listeners. 

Children from six to eleven years of age are peculiarly alive 
to all Sense Perception. At this age the physical senses are in- 
tensely active. 

The significance and importance of this accepted psychological 
fact in its relation to musical education can hardly be over esti- 
mated. Therefore we are doing much individual work in the 
first six grades thereby strengthening the singing and musical 
knowledge. 

There are three steps in the study of Public School Music :— 
First—Imagination : 

The pupil is introduced to the study of music through the 
singing of songs learned by imitation, thereby yielding great 
pleasure. In this way the child gains some musical expression 
and learns to sing by singing. 

Second Step—Recognition : 

The pupil begins the Study of Musie Structure and the 
analysis of Songs, separating them into phrases and studying the 
intervals as found therein. 

Third Step—Notation and Application: 

The pupil begins the more formal study of music by apply- 
ing the knowledge he has previously gained of the structure 
of music and of musical notation. 

Special emphasis is being laid upon artistic rendition of 
singing. With this idea in mind I have arranged graded out- 
lines and placed them with each teacher in the Village, Woods 
Hole and suburban schools. 


The Village and Woods Hole schools are doing good work. 
The suburban schools are slowly coming into line and possibly 
with a few exceptions are doing the work assigned to them. 
Their plan of work follows the same general line as in the 
Central Districts although simplified to meet the demands of 
a mixed class of pupils. 

The spirit is excellent in all our schools and the teachers

show earnestness in their work, although some are not fully 
qualified in Musical Pedagogy for which I would recommend a 
course of instruction at a Summer School. 

The Junior High School pupils are doing creditable work 
in four part songs; mastering the syllables before using the 
words. 

The Junior High school is filling a much needed necessity in 
our music course. The step from the music in the grades to 
the High School with unprepared foundation hag been too con- 
fusing and misleading to the ordinary girl or boy. 

All syllable work and study of the Bass and Tenor Cleft 
should and will be accomplished in the Junior High as well as 
registration and care of the adolescent voice. 

Music for the Junior High School of mixed voices should be 
suitable and safe and of a different calibre than for a High 
School of older and more mature voices. With that thought in 
mind I have introduced a book in this course whiel is composed 
of material adapted for voices which are immatured and un- 
settled. 

Our Senior High School is doing as well as could be expected. 
A large majority of the boys were unable to read in the Bass 
Cleff at the beginning of the Fall term. However, we are work- 
ing diligently and I think by the end of the school year that 
particular difficulty will be conquered. The separation of the 
Senior High from the Junior or Freshman class makes it possible 
to maintain a chorus of more matured voices. 

Taking everything into consideration the voices of our Senior 
Chorus are smooth throughout the compass, the tone is good and 
the capacity for expression is very pronounced. 

No course, no matter how well graded or thoughtfully plan- 
ned, can be suecessful without faithful work 6n the part of the 
teachers. Their support and co-operation has been appreciated 
by me and I extend my thanks to them. I also wish to express 
my appreciation of the hearty co-operation on the part of the 
School Board and Superintendent without which the work could 
not have been started so successfully.

Report of School Nurse. 


Falmouth, Mass. December 31, 1919. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass, 
Dear Sir :— 
I herewith submit my report of the work of the school nurse 
in the schools of Falmouth: 


September 1918—July 1919.

It will be seen from this table of statisties to July, 1919, 
that the work of the nurse, as school nurse, has followed similar 
lines to those of previous years. Visits to school buildings were 
made (1) to assist the school physician in his examinations by 
keeping his records and sending out notice to parents of defects 
found, and (2) to improve the general hygiene of the child not 
only by examinations of skin, hair, etc., but also by giving talks. 
Home visits were made to personally bring to the notice of the 
parents defects found in their children and also at the request 
of the teacher in looking up absences for illness or unknown 
cause. The unusual feature of the work arose as a result of 
the influenza epidemic. When the schools were re-opened in 
January after the long recess it seemed wise to watch the schools 
closely as they might easily be the origin of a second epidemic. 
All the schools were therefore inspected daily by either the school 
physician or nurse, and any suspicious cases were isolated. This 
policy was carried out until the end of March. 
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The employment of a second nurse by the Nursing Associa- 
tion has made it possible for more time to be spent in the schools 
since their opening in September, 1919. A careful checking-up 
of all vaccinations was made to be sure that no child should be 
admitted to school without being vaccinated unless he had a 
certificate of exemption from a physician. This necessitated not 
only several examinations of the children but also many home 
visits to make the law clear to the parents. The vision and 
hearing tests, which heretofore have been done by each teacher, 
were done entirely by the nurses in order that the test might be 
uniform throughout the schools and that the nurses, who would 
have the responsibility of finding a remedy for the defects, know 
a little about the actual defect. : 


The Falmouth Nursing Association has made possible the 
accomplishment of a great deal of work for school children, 
through its Health Center at the Bungalow. It was first put 
to use as a place for operations on adenoids and diseased tonsils. 
A surgeon from Boston performed the operations, and the nurses 
gave after care until the children had recovered from the ether. 
To improve dental conditions among the children a dental clinic 
was established in December, 1918, for the purpose of caring for 
the teeth of these children whose parents could not bear the added 
expense of dental care. The two local dentists were employed 
on Saturdays, each man working a total of seventy-six hours 
from December, 1918, to July, 1919. The policy of the clinic is 
to care for the children in the 1st and 2d grades in order to 
find the trouble early and correct it. This work is to be con- 
tinued .during the coming year, the only regret being that on 
account of limited funds we can only partially meet a very great 
need. The problem of defective vision among the children was 
solved by the Nursing Association. In previous years the most 
needy cases were taken to an oculist in New Bedford. Last 
year arrangements were made with Dr. Chase of New Bedford 
and Mr. Almy, the optician, to come to the Bungalow and make 
examinations of the school children there. This proved a suc- 
cess, thirty-nine children being cared for as compared with six- 
teen of the previous year. It is hoped that this year, following 
a similar plan, an even larger number of children will be eared 
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for. The Tuberculosis Clinic, under the direction of Dr. Wagner, 
offers an opportunity of free examination of any child showing 
suspicious symptoms, thus lessening the possibility of the spread- 
ding of tuberculosis. Thus the Nursing Association is a real help 
in solving the problem of remedial defects. 

In closing, I wish to mention two of our plans for future 
work. Very soon we hope to organize a Health Crusade in the 
third and fourth grades for the purpose of interesting the chil- 
dren in healthful living by following simple health rules. In the 
East Falmouth school the teacher has already started a crusade 
and is getting a wonderful response from the children, so that 
we expect great results in the other schools. In co-operation 
with the Outlook Club we are offering a course in Mothercraft— 
the art of caring for a baby and keeping it well—to the girls 
of the seventh grade, the class to be conducted outside-of school 
hours. By these two means we hope to arouse a big interest 
in good health among the children throughout the town.

I have followed the general lines of the previous year’s work 
in supervising children’s home gardens and boy’s and girl’s club 
work, co-operating with the Cape Cod Farm Bureau and The 
Extension Service of the Massachusetts Agricultural College. 
Have advised and instructed the children how to prepare the 
soil, and plant a garden; also the keeping of records of the same. 
Made 75 calls in the interest of Barnstable Fair. I worked three 
weeks on local fair arrangements and gave out $29.25 in prizes 
for the same. 

Very few children in Woods Hole receive agricultural in- 
struction as there is no available land at their disposal. I would 
suggest a portion of land be set aside by the town located in 
Woods Hole, making it possible to have a community garden for 
the use of the children in that village.
